John Moffett’s wife was Mary 
Christian and lie settled in the vi¬ 
cinity of the old Stone Church, 
Sometime previously to 171b, 
John Moffet left home for North 
Carolina and was never heard of 
afterwards. His friends rested 
iu the opiuion that he was slaiu 
by Indians, whereupon Mrs. Mary 
Moffett February 28, 1719 quali- 
-fied to ndmiuister on the estate, 
giving bond for 500 pounds, with 
her brothers William and Retort 
Christian as securities. 

Col. George Moffett eldest son
